Jennifer "Jen" Kay (THARP) was born in Saint Louis City, Missouri, United States on 10 
December 1974. 

Background 

I began to wonder whatever happened to Jennifer Kay (THARP), Karen's daughter, whom our 
family got to know in St. Louis, Missouri. Her mother Karen due to her addiction to alcohol had 
placed Jennifer is a Catholic Charities home for children and we met Jennifer back in 1988, when 
she was 14 years old. 

When my Grandmother Olga came to visit us in St. Peters, Missouri, she asked me to drive her 
around to visit her fiends and relatives throughout the metropolitan area of St. Louis. One of those 
relatives she introduced me to was my half-sister Karen Elaine (EHLERS) Tharp, whom I didn't 
know existed. 

Karen carried one of the sins of her mother, which was an addiction to alcohol and was attending 
Alcohol Anonymous meetings near where she lived in St. Louis, Missouri. Karen had become such 
dependant on those meetings that all else took a secondary role in her life. ..including her daughter, 
Jennifer. 

Bonnie and I went with Karen out to the Catholic Charities home to visit Jennifer and found she 
appeared to be a well-adjusted girl. 

Grandmother; Olga Elvira (O'DANIEL) Brown Pratt White Hyche died on 7 October 1993 in Los 
Angeles, Los Angeles County, California, United States and we were informed that Olga had 
requested her attorney to sell her home in Venice, California and divide the proceeds between 
Karen, Jennifer, myself and my three children. 

When the estate was settled (1994), there was $100,000 to be divided among Olga's family. I 
received $25,000, each of my children received 1/3 of $25, 000 and Karen and Jennifer received 
$25,000 each. Jennifer's money went into a trust for her education that her grandparents. ..Richard 
"Dick" & Dorothy B. (MESSMER) Tharp overlooked on her behalf. 

Christopher was aged 20 at the time and I think he used his money to pay tuition for school. Laura 
was 17 and Crystal was 16 and they took their checks and deposited them into a bank and each 
bought a car, after we moved to Bradenton, Florida. 

On 3 September 1994, we moved to Bradenton, Florida. Bonnie and I were both plagued with 
failing health and both of us suffered with pneumonia over the last several years. 

I felt that the hostile climate in St. Louis coupled with the air pollution was detrimental to our health 
and we sought warmer and more hospitable climates.

We had taken a vacation out the California to visit Olga and Bonnie's sister Melanie and did not 
care for the dirty and sacrificial lifestyle that we witnessed on out trip. 

We visited Utah but we agreed though beautiful, it was too cold, a friend of ours Faye ( ROSS), 
whom Bonnie knew from working with National General Insurance Company in Earth City, 
Missouri, had moved down to a little town called Bradenton, Florida. 

She invited us to visit her and we decided in 1 993 and fell in love with the area. On our way back 
home, we all decided that we wanted to move down to Bradenton as soon as possible. With a 
well-established insurance agency and roots in a home it took us time to get things in order. 

We sold my independent insurance agency in January 1994 and sold our home in September 
1994 and moved Bonnie, Laura and Crystal down to Bradenton, Florida. Christopher choose to 
stay in St. Charles and live with his half-sister; Janis and attend college. 

In September 1994, Bonnie and I decided that we wanted to visit with Karen, Jennifer and Richard 
and Dorothy Tharp before we moved so we invited them for an evening of dining at the famed 
Bevo Mill on Gravois in St. Louis. We had a great time, Christopher, Laura and Crystal 
accompanied us and little did we know that would be the last time we saw each other. 

We moved to Bradenton, Florida and lost touch with that side of the family. 

On 26 May 1996, I was informed by a phone call from Richard Tharp that my half-sister; Karen 
Elaine (EHLERS) Tharp had bought a brand new automobile with her share of Olga's 
inheritance and was mugged and her car was car-jacked in St. Louis and Karen committed 
suicide over the incident. 

According to what I was told, Karen had spent most of Olga's inherited money on that vehicle and 
carried no insurance, losing her entire investment. Richard also informed me that Karen was going 
to be cremated. 

We lost touch with that side of the family. 

I continued my family history research and in late January 201 2 decided to see if any of Karen's 
relatives including her ex-husband Gary Alan Tharp had passed away so I could finish their temple 
ordinances. 

I checked the Social Security Death index on ancestry.com and found he had died 2 June 201 1 in 
Saint Louis (city), Missouri, United States. Also, there was an obituary for him on ancestry.com 
that mentioned survivors, granddaughter; Jennifer Niccum and husband Donald with son Chase. 

I figured that Jennifer being this new generation probably was on facebook.com so I looked for her 
and it showed me 4 Jennifer Niccum's. But the one that I knew was she from the pictures was the 
one living in St. Johns, Missouri, a suburb outside of St. Louis.

I know she was trying to get me out 
of that home but she was just too messed up she wanted to take Natalie back also just never 
worked out i did live with my Dad after the home but we didn't get along to well really never did lol 
but i love both of them and never held a grudge to either guess i turned out well made alot of 
mistakes in my life but never turned to Drugs/alcohal over it and never smoked thats basically 
what killed my dad but i was proud that he quit smoking and drinking to extend his life 7 more 
years, and after i had my son he was diagnosed with lukemia and died 6 month later so he will 
never see his grandson grow up but atleast he got to meet him.

Floyd shortly after his discharge from the Army in 1 946, at the reckless age of 1 9, like most 
returned war heros, was looking for fun and companionship. Instead of satisfying this need for 
companionship by seeking suitable partners in church. ..as his mother had taught him, he went 
were the "action" was. ..to the bars. Any and all church instructions were lost on him during the 
war and his interest could not be found in churches. Delores being a fun loving girl of 22 with 
no serious goals or commitments, and possessing a vivacious personality, also found solitude 
in the bar scene where she could exersice her singing talent and entertain the patrons. Floyd's 
education was mostly experience he had gained while in the service. Not an avid book reader 
nor one to seek higher education, but young and wanting fun and excitement. On one 
enchanting evening, at a local bar in St. Louis , they met. The attraction between these two 
was magnetic. Floyd a slender, handsome decorated soldier and Delores a beautiful, fun 
loving, high spirited beauty who both held steady jobs and with this combination of ingredients, 
an interest, courthsip and eventually marriage was the natural progression of this realtionship. 
However, after the marriage in March 1 947, the hard shocking reality of life set in with the birth 
of Floyd Thomas Pratt affectionately nicknamed "Tommy". The responsibilities of raising a 
demanding, expensive, time consumming, unappreciative infant became their reality. Delores 
would stay home all day taking care of the house, and especailly Tommy and she had been 
poorly trainned for this type of work. Her mother had set a poor example but instilled in her 
daughters a free spirited, fun loving persona and was not inclined to teach them how to be a 
real mothers and handle the responsibilities of a household (after meeting Olga, it immediately 
became obvious that she was one of the first "hippies"). Delores emmulated this behavior and 
really could not understand how to handle these "new" responsibilites thrust upon her. Dad 
said, when he would go to work in the morning, Delores would take care of me all day and 
when he came home at night, Delores would turn me over to him and she would go out 
"partying". This went on into the summer of 1948 when they mutually agreed their relationship 
was not a good partnership. They seperated and filed for a divorce. During that seperations 
time, dad left me with his mother; Rue in Bourbon and switched back and forth with his sister; 
Edith and her husband Chester Skaggs. While they took care of me, dad would continue 
working at his job in St. Louis. During the month of September, while attending the Highlands 
Amusement Park on Overland Avenue in St. Louis, (the St. Louis Community College now 
occupies that acreage he attended a dance. Dances where very popular at these events and 
he noticed a tall attractive young girl had caught his eye and wanted to meet her. As he 
approached her and inquired about her name he was met with a cold shoulder and realized 
this girl had substance and was indeed interesting. He noticed that this girl had a blonde 
girlfriend and waited until he could get this girlfriend alone and asked her what the name of her 
friend was and she replied. ..Dorothy Bednarek and gave him Dorothy's phone number. 
Dorothy when she found out what her friend Vivian "Vi" had done was furious but amused. 
Floyd finally got permission to dance with Dorothy and when they danced she stood 5'1 1 " and 
he at his 6' frame noticed how tall she was. He said, "Kind of tall aren't you?" Dorothy replied, 
"Yeah so what?" With the beginning of light minded banter, a romance began to blossomed. 
Dad and Delores' divorce as final on 14 December 1948 and on the 18th of February 1949, 
Floyd and Dorothy (BEDNAREK) were married. During a divorce where children are 
involved, it was customay for the court to always award the children to the mother. Unless, 
there was just cause that proved the mother unfit to raise a child. In this case the court 
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followed protocol and I was awarded to Delores, however, Delores understanding her lifestyle 
and how an infant child of less than a year would "hamper" her "partying" time desided that she 
would not be able to take care of me as I should be raised and in a surprised, unselfish move, 
gave custody of me to my father, citing that I would be better off under his guidance than hers. 
You would imagine that guilt for this action would haunt her for the rest of her life, but not so, 
when Delores reamarried she had a daughter and left her with her father. This is a prime 
example of when parents fail as good examples in the home, how these failures snowball into 
future generations. Maybe Olga did not have a good example in her mother and father and 
therefore did not know how to raise a family. In any case, both of her daughters had difficult 
and hardship lives and never did find happiness with a stable realtionship. There is a saying in 
our church by President David O. McKay, " No amount of success can compensate for failure 
in the home." How true, how true. Delores was right, I have been better off with my dad.

Awakening by Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C.. M.A.G.I. 30 May 2011 

In the beginning... when I was growing up as a little boy, as I pondered about my birth 
mother, Delores Virginia (BROWN) Pratt, I remembered that for several years after my 2nd 
birthday, I would receive Christmas presents from her during Christmas. I don't ever remember 
her visiting me and the presents were the only contact I can remember. 

When asking my father about her, he said that she had won custody of me at the divorce 
proceedings, but gave me to Dad to raise because she felt he could do a better job of raising 
me. 

As the years passed, I had no interest in my birth mother's side of the family and did not even 
know where to begin to look even if I wanted to. 

In 1975 after hearing the Missionaries of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, I 
received a personal witness to the truthfulness of the gospel and especially the Sacred 
Ordinances that were performed in the Holy Temples and the commandment of family history 
research. 
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After this personal witness of the Holy Ghost, as if something inside of me awakened a new and 
renewed interest in my family and ancestors emerged. 

Knowing the reasons for Temple work and with a limited understanding of the Plan of Salvation, 
I was not interested in researching my birth mother's family and wrote a letter to the First 
Presidency of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints asking for their permission to 
research my stepmother's line and citing reasons that I was familiar with her side of the 
family and knew my aunts and uncles and cousins. 

I also stated that I had had no contact with my birth mother's side of the family for over 25 years 
and had no interest in researching her line. 

To my surprise, the First Presidency wrote back and complemented me on my interest to do 
family history research and informed me that I get to do both .. .my birth mother's line and my 
step-mother's line in my research . 

Not the answer I was looking for, but nevertheless, I began my research into both lines as well 
as my father's line with equal enthusiasm. 

It turns out that my stepmother's sister; Margaret (BEDNAREK) had married Arvil Odell 
White on 18 December 1948 at the Fourth Baptist Church, 2901 North 13th Street, Saint Louis, 
Missouri, United States. 

And to make matters more curious, Uncle Arvil was a nephew of my Grandmother; Olga Elmira 
(O'DANIEL) Brown's second husband... Clyde R. White. 

I called Uncle Arvil down in Desoto, Missouri back in the 1980's and asked him if Clyde R. 
White, his uncle, was still living and he informed me that he was and gave me his address and 
phone number. 

Turned out that Clyde R. White was living in a trailer park in St. Charles, Missouri a few miles 
from where I was living in St. Peters, Missouri. 

I called Clyde and asked if he knew where Delores and/or Olga (O'DANIEL) were living and 
he informed me that he thought Delores was down in New Orleans and Olga was in Los 
Angeles, California. He also gave me Olga's phone number and I called her. 

She was as surprised as I was to find that I wanted to talk to her and I was surprised to find that 
she was still living. 

We hit it off on the phone and corresponded with letters and phone calls for a few years. 

She informed me that Delores was living with her and had fallen down on a bus and had 
damaged her kidneys and was in bad shape. 

Delores and I talked and wrote letters but after a long illness, Delores eventually died from 
medical complications on 1 March 1981 at the Queen of Angels Hospital, 2301 Bellevue, Los 
Angeles, Los Angeles, California, United States.

All other information unless researched by a qualified family history 
researcher... supported with documentation and source references is questionable and should not 
be taken as accurate. The above FAG posting is one of those with errors and should not be 
considered factual.

Research Note 

When I googled Western State Hospital I found the following. 
Inquiry 

Does anyone know if there is a cemetery associated with Western State Hospital where inmates 

were buried. ..and if so, does anyone know if there are records for such a cemetery? 

Reply 

I do know there are graves on Western's property because I have seen them. I lived on adjoining 
property in the 90's and would walk through the woods on walks onto their property, the old farm 
part, and there are graves there, only recognizable by sunken patches, with flat concrete markers 
with numbers for tombstones. These apparently were their patient numbers, as an older lady 
who worked there in the 30's told me. They are on the western end of the property not far through 
the woods behind the Bishop's (old Patterson's) Grocery (which I am not sure is still there). They 
were mainly resting spots for those such as the mentally retarded or disabled who were 
abandoned there by their families and no names left. I am not sure about others. 
Reply 

My uncle was confined at Western State from 1923 until his death in the 1950's. He was confined 
there because his wife went to a judge in Haywood County, who signed papers declaring he was 
insane - without the benefit of a medical examination or medical treatment first - I do not know 
exactly what evidence was presented. I'm not sure how much 'treatment' was given him or 
others once they got there. (He is, however, buried in a cemetery with other family members.) I 
know several other people who had relatives confined there - basically same circumstances. A 
couple from the area as he was and a couple from Memphis. I believe a lot of (or maybe most) 
committents were due to circumstances like this - certainly not voluntary - and lots were criminal 
confinements. My aunt worked there for years (during the 1 950s) as a ward attendant - she was 
not trained as a nurse, yet her job was to work there overnight to keep watch over the women in 
that ward. If you look at census records they are listed as inmates not patients. My opinion is 
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Western State was not the type of institution where people were 'patients' in a hospital as you 
think of today getting treatment for their emotional conditions. From what I've read it wasn't that 
difficult to have someone committed to an "insane asylum" back then. 
Reply 

Thanks Lynn.... I appreciate your reply. My great grandfather, Albert B. Bell, was an inmate there 
between August 1920 to October 1928. He was incarcerated by the state of Tennessee because 
he murdered someone and was found insane by the court. Sometime in October of 1928, so the 
story goes, he "escaped" and was never heard from again. Under Section 1537, Mississippi 
Code of 1930, Albert B. Bell was declared legally dead on 14 May 1938 in a decree issued in 
Panola Co., MS Chancery Court. 

My grandmother always thought he was beaten to death while at Western State and secretly 
buried on the grounds. ..hence my questions... 

Research Note 

Called the Western Mental Health Institute, 1 1 100 U.S. Highway 64, Bolivar, TN 38008 (731) 228- 
2000 on 23 August 201 1 and spoke to the records department inquring if any of the old "patients" 
records have been saved or microfilmed or digitized. Susan in the record department informed 
me that they have shredded all those old records and even after a patient now leaves the hospital 
they shred their records. She states that only a few of the burials have names and numbers in 
the hospital cemetery. I guess one way to eliminate lawsuits for misconduct is to destroy the 
evidence.

Loose Ends... a letter to my Children, 12 September 2008 

When researching family trees, I have discovered that motivation is fueled by familiarity with 
your subjects. It is easy to find research information on people you knew, or had associations 
with in their life or yours. So, progress in family history for the past decade has mainly been with 
the Pratt, Carter, Johnson, Harmon, Kimberlin, and others on Dad's side. 

About 5 years ago Mom (step-mother) asked for information on her side so I dived into the 
Bednarek, Yvani, Kier family line and found her ancestors were from Hungary, Checkoslovakia 
and Poland. They were tied to the Royal houses. So, I went about as far as I could go without 
sending requests to Europe for further research. 

On my birthmother's family (Brown), I really didn't want to search that side of the family because I 
knew nothing about them, so in 1 976 I wrote a letter to the first presidency of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints in Salt Lake asking them if I could just research my step-mother's line 
because I knew my cousins and aunts and uncles from that side and didn't know anything from 
my birthmother's side. 

They wrote back and said that... I GET TO do both sides beside my father's family! 

Therefore, I have been doing Dad's lines, Dorothy (BEDNAREK)'s lines and Delores Virginia 
(BROWN)'s lines for the past 33 years. 

Since Janis Karen (ELLIOTT) Hawkins Henderson has been sealed to Bonnie and I in the 
temple then we consider Janis as our daughter, part of the Pratt family line and out of love for her 
and my Hawkins grandchildren, I have included their Hawkins's line in our family tree. And if I can 
find information on the Hendersons, my grandson Brett Henderson is also be included. 

What this history lesson has to do with you is to show you the difficulty and multi-research levels 
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I have pursued over the last decades. 

The most difficult family to research has been the Brown family. Not only is the name so 
common, but I didn't know anything about their history of relationships or any other aspects until 
my grandmother.. .Olga Elmyria (O'DANIEL) Brown, White, Hyche visited us in 1987 in St. 
Peters, Missouri. 

She started to fill me in on a great deal of information mostly about the O'Daniel family from North 
Carolina. She did not help much on the Brown side of the family since she was only married to 
Peter Conley Brown for 5 years and had my mother, Delores Virginia (BROWN) and her 
sister, Dorothy Louise (BROWN). 

Well, if you noticed, I found Peter Conley Brown's father, John A. Brown but was confused as to 
who Peter's mother was. John Brown was born 1844 in Tennessee, place unknown, parents 
unknown, and married first Samantha C. (CLEMENT), then he married Obedience "Bedie" 
(LACKEY) and then married Medie (SASSER). I didn't know the dates or places and he 
had children with each of these women except Medie. 

In fact, I thought that Medie was Peter's mother until about 6 months ago when I found John A. & 
Obedience "Bedie" (LACKEY) Brown in the 1900 census. That's when I discovered that Peter 
Conley Brown belonged to John and Obedience.. .not Medie (SASSER). 

Well, let's get to the point of this long correspondence, checking the latest information on the 
internet I found the marriage records of Weakley County, Tennessee which is where Peter 
Conley Brown said he was born in his WWI draft registration papers of 1917, and I found the 
following record: J.A. Brown and Bedie Lackey were married 18 November 1891 in Weakly 
County, Tennessee. Peter was born 12 January 1893 in Sharon, Weakley, Tennessee and this 
fits with the marriage date. 

Obedience "Bedie" (LACKEY) the name Lackey could have been a previous marriage 
surname so I had to start researching to try to find her father. Also, her name could have been 
misread and could be Lockey or Luckey so I had to find more information. 

Since the 1900 census states she was born February 1871 in Tennessee then the only census 
she would show up in is the 1 880 because the 1 890 census was destroyed by fire and is lost. 

What I began to search for would be a 9 year old girl named Obedience, Bedie, O. with a last 
name of Lackey, Lacke, Lucky, Lockey, Locke, and that could have been a married name not her 
maiden name. 

Well, the Lord was helping me and after about a 3 hour search throughout the entire 1880 
census of all the counties in Tennessee I found her!!!

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What this means is that we now have a new generation to add to our family tree. Since Peter 
Conley Brown is my grandfather, his mother Obedience "Bedie" ( LACKEY) Brown is my great 
grandmother and William Stevenson & Lidia S. ( BOND) Lackey are my 2nd ggrandparents. 
Now the research must be focused on William and Lidia's marriage to find out her maiden name 
and William and Lidia's parents. 

Hold on a minute, I discovered that Lydia was William Lackey's second wife and his first wife is 
Nancy Basket (MOSELY) whom he married on 1 December 1846 in Lincoln County, 
Tennessee. Nancy died on 20 September 1875 near District 8 Post Office, Civil District 8, 
Weakley County, Tennessee, United States. This proves that Nancy Basket ( MOSELY) 
Lackey is the mother of Obedience "Bedie" (LACKEY) Brown. 

Still, John A. Brown is a problem. I know he was alive after 1910 census and Obedience "Bedie" 
(LACKEY) Brown died in the Western State Hospital, Bolivar, Hardeman, Tennessee, United 
States on 14 January 1924. Even though her death certificate states she was married at the time 
of her death may not have been true. 

John Brown could have divorced Obedience after she was admitted to the hospital and without 
knowing when she was admitted we don't know where she was in the 1 920 census. Also, we 
can't find his marriage date to Medie (SASSER) whenever that was. So, at this point we don't 
know where or when John Brown died. 

So, children even after all these years as more information becomes available on the internet, 
then mysteries like the ones above will be answered if not in my lifetime, then in yours. ..Love Dad 

Reflections— 

When I have worked on families researching their histories over the last 38 years, you get a 
feeling concerning the character of each of these families. 

You know or feel that when events across the veil are going well in the spirit world, then the 
records are easy to find and progress is quick here on earth in preparation for their temple 
ordinances. 

But when events are not progressing across the veil, I have found it very difficult to find records 
on people even to the point as if there were stumbling blocks placed in my way. 

This is the case on the Brown family. 

John A. Brown, my great grandfather, was born in 1844 in Tennessee but finding a bridge to his 
parents has been futile and finding what happened to him after the 1910 census has also been 
fruitless. 

When researching his children... regardless which family, either his first marriage or his second 
marriage has also been difficult and hard to find the records. 

His son, Peter Conley Brown (my grandfather) was married 3 times and had abandoned his 
daughters; Delores and Dorothy (BROWN) or was not allowed to visit his daughters by his 
2 nd spouse; Olga Elmyria (O'DANIEL) Brown. 
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In any case, Conley and Olga were only married for 5 years and Olga had to take care of her 
daughters they best way she knew how. This led to drinking and socializing with men. ..looking for 
a father for her daughters, and this led to a life that her daughters emulated. 

When Delores, my birthmother married my father in 1947 and I was born in 1948, she did not 
have any training as to how to run and maintain a well-balanced family life. She was a "party girl" 
before they married, (Dad says they met in a bar) and she was still a party girl after their 
marriage. Dad says that when he would come home from work at night, she would leave him 
alone with the baby (me) to go out with her girlfriends coming in all hours of the morning. 

When they divorced, the court gave custody of me to Delores but she told dad that she could not 
raise a child and gave custody of me to him. If there had been any evidence that she was a poor 
or bad mother, the courts would not have given her custody of me. 

However, knowing her disposition and lifestyle, she decided that I would be better off with him 
than with her. Next to birth, this was the greatest gift she could have given me. With my father, I 
had a chance to live and build a stable life. 

Delores went on to marry Arthur Ehlers and had my half sister; Karen and soon divorced him and 
in my opinion ran away to New Orleans (the party town of the south). 

Delores sang and entertained in the bars of New Orleans and to show you how rough the lifestyle 
was... her sister Dorothy was murdered in a motel room in New Orleans. 

After many years of drinking and carousing with men, Delores had two more children but never 
married the man. She finally, moved to California to live with her mother where she died in 1981 . 

In retrospect, if she had not given me to Dad, I probably would have been raised in a brothel in 
New Orleans. I may have gambled, drank and engaged in a life of crime. 

So, in effect, because my father raised me, he rescued me from a life that I may not have 
survived. I have told him this and how grateful I am for him and mom's example and lifestyle they 
shared with all of us boys. 

We always ate at good restaurants and wore nice clothes and drove new cars and lived in new 
houses or at least modern ones and saw the latest movies and shows and lived in the "upstyle" 
neighborhoods and were educated in good schools. 

We were taught right from wrong, and even though they were not "Christian" parents they held no 
prejudices concerning our religious choices. 

They were always fair and balanced in dealing with each of us boys and never once did we feel 
any of us were liked more by our parents... we were all equally disliked. 

How different my life would have been down in New Orleans raised by an indifferent mother living 
an opposing lifestyle. 

Whatever, grievances my brother's carry against the way they were raised in unfounded and 
harbored through a lack of knowledge. Even if they do not want to acknowledge the truth, we 
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were raised in a life of privilege and prosperity. 

Instead of complaining and placing blame on the way they were raised, they should give homage 
and gratitude to our parents for the good times and especially their valiant effort at parenting. 

Maybe one day they will come to this realization and give thanks where credit is due before time 
slips away.

Sister Leigh Ann, Hettie M. (JACKSON) Bell's death date came from her death certificate, which 
I ordered from Tennessee. As soon as I can find it I will post it on ancestry.com. Have not worked 
on those families for years. My father and mother divorced when I was 1 year old and the Brown, 
O'Daniel, Bell, Jackson line was done as a request from the first presidency of the Church. 
In 1976, when I began my family history research, I wrote a letter to the Genealogy Department of 
the Church requesting that I be allowed to be sealed to my step-mother's side of the family since I 
knew all my aunts and uncles and cousins and didn't know anything about my birth mother's family. 
[Delores Virginia (BROWN)] In fact, I didn't even know where my birthmother was or if she was 
even alive. 

The First Presidency of the Church wrote back and commended me on my interest in family 
research and said "You get to do them both. ..your birth mother's and your step-mother's family in 
addition to my father's family." That was not the answer I was looking for but, I accepted it and 
began working on three different family trees... the Pratts, the Browns and the Bednarek families. 
On 1 6 June 1 988 my family and I made a trip down to Dyersburg to visit the Browns, O'Daniels and 
other family members who were still living who could share stories about our ancestors. We sat in 
the Dyer and Gibson county courthouses looking through records on Brown, O'Daniel, Bell, 
Jackson and Gordon families. I still have my original notebooks. We spent hours, we also went to 
the cemeteries in the area and found many headstones of our relatives, then, in the evening we 
drove back to St. Peters, Missouri where we lived. That was a typical vacation for the Pratt family. 
As I began looking for those lines I found only pieces since there was no one working on any of 
those trees except the O'Daniel tree which went back into North Carolina. The Browns were at a 
dead end, the Bells had a dead end, the Jackson's had a dead end. ..it seemed that the spirit was 
not opening doors to these people to be found. Consequently, I did not spend much time on what 
could not be found. 

A few years ago, I started updating what I knew and that led me, through hard research, in the 
census to discover Hettie's parents. Like you said before, there are so many possibilities in the 
census records it is hard to determine who belongs to who. So, what I have found that I could 
prove, not just hearsay, but actual documented evidence, I had been submitting to the temples 
since 1976. 

My suggestion to you is... 
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[1] your are going to have to spend some money on ordering death and birth certificates 

[2] go to the courthouses and check on the deeds and marriage records (ancestry.com does not 

have them all) 

[3] check the local libraries to see if someone has written any books on your families 
[4] find all you can about an ancestor through internet sources. 

(a) document all known census information about an individual. ..this includes the Cradle to Grave 
(C2G) Profile concept that covers all sources about their birth information all the way through the 
death and burial 

(b) document all marriages, with copies of documents, record the book, page of the information 

(c) document their land purchases and sales, this pinpoints the actual place of birth of their children 

(d) check local newspapers for obits 

After you have accumulated this information then you are ready to submit your work to New Family 
Search (NFS) for temple ordinances. This is how the rest of us did it before the interenet. 
Enclosed is an example of my work.. .as an attachment. I was able to document and do extensive 
research on Daisy Dean (BELL) O'Daniel's family. This was because of our trip in 1988 to Dyer 
County. I did not do much investigative work for her siblings or parent's lines because there was not 
much information available back in the 1970's and 1980's. So, the whole John Franklin "Frank" & 
Hettie M. (JACKSON) Bell family is wide open for you to research, prove and document their 
children's marriages, spouses and grandchildren for temple work. Also, Andrew & Mariah "Mary" 
(LEDBETTER) Jackson family is wide open for temple work. Incidentally, thank you for putting a 
maiden name to Mariah. Hopefully you have their marriage record and did not assume the name by 
hearsay. I will be looking forward to your work and watching as the Bell and Jackson tree grows. 
After December of this year I am not planning on renewing my ancestry.com membership. I have 
almost completed my revisions to my 27,000 people tree and will not be doing anymore research. 
So, any help you need you need to get on the ball and ask me while I still have the sharp intellect to 
help you. After December, I have several projects waiting in line, first to scan all our family pictures 
over the last 62 years so they can be distributed to our 6 children on a DVD and second to update 
my personal history, including photos, stories and my music compositions for my children and 
grandchildren. So, I have quite a project ahead of me. You might consider the picture project for 
your family, before your parents die, to scan all the photos of your youth and siblings with the stories 
behind the pictures, to preserve for your posterity. That way you can give them to your children and 
grandchildren on cd's without going to the cost of duplicating the pictures. Anyway, since you are a 
sister in the church, this is why I have taken such an interest in you and offered my advice and help. 
I would like to be kept informed about your progress in your family history research, but I do not 
intend to do anymore temple submissions after December, because most of the people in my 
direct and allied lines have been submitted.

Several researchers on ancestry.com have linked this Elias J. Tharp to the Basel Lee and 
Anna Ellen (BELLAMY) Tharp family of Madison County, Kentucky. I do not believe our 
Elias belongs to this family. The following are some facts. 

1 . They state their Elias was born 1 832 in Callaway County, Missouri. As you can see 
from our Elias' Birthblock above, he states he was born in Kentucky as does his friends and 
family. 

2. In the 1830 census, Basel Tharp is already in Callaway County, Missouri, and has no 
sons, therefore any children born after the 1830 date would have been born in Missouri. 

3. In the 1 840 census Basel Tharp is already in Callaway County, Missouri and he does 
have two boys aged 5-9. 

4. None of the trees on ancestry.com show their Elias J. Tharp as getting married; in fact 
I found a tree that shows he died in November 1864 in Callaway County, Missouri. 

5. If Basel Tharp did name a son Elias J. Tharp then he is the one who died in November 
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1864 in Callaway County, Missouri. ..not our Elias J. Tharp, whom married 4 times and died in 
1882. 

6. In the 1 850 census of Callaway County, in Basel's family there is no listing for Elias J. 
Tharp, in fact I cannot find any Elias J. Tharp in that census, he should be 18 years old. 

7. Our Elias was first married in 1853 so he should have been single in the 1850 census. 

8. In the 1 860 census our Elias is on page 49 where Basil is on page 79 near Fulton, in 
the 1870 census our Elias is on page 24 near Portland and Basel is on page 45 living with his 
son Ambrose and in the 1880 census our Elias is on page 4d and Basel is on page 12d does 
not live anywhere near our Elias and family.

However, William Tharp who was age 30-39 in the 1830 census is now listed as 50-59 in the 
1840 census, which is in error because subsequent census records show his birth circa

It would be unreasonable to believe Reason Tharp and family moved to such an obscure 
location as Callaway County, Missouri without family assistance. Checking Marion County, 
Kentucky deed records should reveal when he sold his property and checking Callaway 
County, Missouri deed records should revel when he purchased property. This would give you 
an approximate departure date from Marion County and an approximate arrival date in 
Callaway County, Missouri. 

When looking at the Callaway County, Missouri deed records take notice of the "other" Tharp 
families who purchased property near or in the same location as Reason Tharp. You are trying 
to find out if Reason came to Missouri with family members and did they all settled in the same 
location? 
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The 1850 census of Callaway County, Missouri does not show anyone fitting the age group 
who could have been the parents of Reason Tharp. 

Reason Tharp born 1806 should have parents born between 1750-1791 . Which brings us 
back to the 1830 census showing Perry age 70-79 (1760-1769) and John Tharp age 40-49 
(1 781 -1 790) as a potential father. 

Perry Tharp (1757-1845) married Margaret (SHUCH) (1768-1852) on 13 December 1785 in 
Jefferson County, Kentucky.

Elias committed suicide on August 1 6, 1 882, at the age of 50. No one in the family has any 

idea why he shot himself. He left a small child - Pearl, 2. A newspaper account (source 
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unidentified) of which we have a copy graphically describes his last day. 

[1] " SUICIDE" A Well Known Citizen puts a Pistol to His Head And Blows Out His 
Brains 

On Thursday morning, August 16th, the residents in the neighborhood of Readsville were 
shocked to learn that in Joseph Scholl's pasture, about four miles north of Readsville, on the 
Williamsburg road, Elias J. Tharp, a well known farmer residing near Portland, had been found 
dead, sitting at the foot of a black oak tree. In his right hand, which is across his lap, was a 38- 
calibre Smith and Wesson pistol, tightly clutched, and from a hole in his forehead dripped 
blood and brains. 

The facts preceding the fatal act, as we learn them, are as follows: Mr. Tharp was not known 
to be subject to any disease. The day before he had complained of pain in his side and 
thought he had caught cold and was a little feverish and he had been sleeping more than usual 
that day. He was about to come to Fulton in company with Mr. J.T. Hutts, his brother-in-law, for 
the purpose of making a final settlement in the estate of Bluford Hutts, deceased, of which the 
two were administrators. Mr. Tharp had gone with his family, wife and two little girls, to the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Joe Scholl. He and Mr. Hutts were to have come to Fulton on 
Wednesday, but as Mr. Tharp was not feeling well, they postponed the trip to Thursday. 

On Wednesday night Mrs. Scholl noticed that her father was up several times during the night, 
and the last time he got up (about day) she noticed that he went out to the east gate: she 
called to him saying that was not the way to Thos. Hutts' house. Mr. Tharp walked back to the 
door and asked Mrs. Scholl to hand him his satchel. He took a bundle from the satchel and 
returned it, saying there was a book in the satchel that he wanted. Then he started off in the 
direction of Thos. Hutts' house, a quarter of a mile distant. In a short time, between daylight 
and sun up, the family heard a shot, but paid no attention to it thinking some one was shooting 
at squirrels. 

Mr. Hutts started for the Scholl house at an early hour. In crossing the pasture he came upon 
a horrible sight. There sat Mr. Tharp, with his feet crossed, at the root of a black oak tree, his 
left hand lying on his lap, his right clinched with a death grip on the pistol, while blood dripped 
from a small hole almost in the centre of his forehead. Mr. Hutts only waited long enough to 
ascertain that Mr. Tharp was dead, and then hurried to the Scholl house and gave the alarm. 
The neighbors were called in and they at once went to the scene of the tragedy. It was found 
that the suicide had carefully removed his coat and vest and folded them and then placed 
them on some brush, laying his hat on top of the clothes. Then he had taken his seat at the 
root of the tree, crossing his feet, and placed the 38 Smith & Wesson pistol at almost the 
centre of his forehead, and fired. Evidently, his death was instantaneous. 

An Inquest was held by a jury impannelled by Squire McLaughlin, and a verdict in accordance 
with the above facts was returned. When found the body was only about a hundred yards 
from the house, $3.70 was found in his pockets. No writing was left that indicated the cause of 
the suicide. Mr. Tharp was just fifty years old on the day he shot himself. The funeral sermon 
was preached by Rev. Henry Kay at Bethel church on Friday. The deceased was a member 
of the Methodist church. He was born in Kentucky, but his parents removed to this State and 
settled near Portland when he was a small boy. He had been married four times, and his 
fourth wife survives him. His second wife was a daughter of John Mateer . his third wife the 
widow Fowler , and the fourth was the daughter of Bluford Hutts . deceased. There are 
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two children by his first wife and two by the last." 

The text of the account in the Fulton Telegraph, Friday Morning, August 24, 1883 reads: 
"The Montgomery City Ray says: E. J. Tharp who resided 3 miles South of Readsville suicide 
by shooting his brains out at the residence of his Son in Law, Jo. Scholl, three miles North of 
Readsville Thursday morning. Deceased was 55[sic] years old, was the father of four 
children, two of whom are married, and the others are small. He had been married four times 
and wife number 4 survives him. We have heard no cause assigned for the suicide."

Readsville, Missouri, I presume this is now called the McCall Cemetery.

Someone needs to verify his burial location to set the record straight. 

Also, I hope someday someone will find Elias' third wife; Elizabeth B. ( MAXEY) Davis

Courthouse will reveal something about them and/or checking the newspapers might reveal 
when Mr. Fowler died sometime between 1858 and 1870.

Hettie M. (JACKSON) Bell's death date came from her death certificate, which I ordered from 
Tennessee. 

As soon as I can find it I will post it on ancestry.com. Have not worked on those families for years. 
My father and mother divorced when I was 1 year old and the Brown, O'Daniel, Bell, Jackson line 
was done as a request from the first presidency of the Church. In 1976, when I began my family 
history research, I wrote a letter to the Genealogy Department of the Church requesting that I be 
allowed to be sealed to my step-mother's side of the family since I knew all my aunts and uncles 
and cousins and didn't know anything about my birth mother's family. (Delores Virginia 
(BROWN) In fact, I didn't even know where my birthmother was or if she was even alive. The 
First Presidency of the Church wrote back and commended me on my interest in family research 
and said "You get to do them both. ..your birth mother's and your step-mother's family in addition to 
my father's family." That was not the answer I was loking for but, I accvepted it and began working 
on three different family trees... the Pratts, the Browns and the Bednarek. On 16 June 1988 my 
family and I made a trip down to Dyersburg to visit the Browns, O'Daniels and other family 
members who were still living who could share stories about our ancestors. We sat in the Dyer and 
Gibson county courthouses looking through records on Brown, O'Daniel, Bell, Jackson and Gordon 
families. I still have my original notebooks. We spent hours, 

we also went to the cemeteries in the area and found many headstones of our relatives, then, in the 
evening we drove back to St. Peters, Missouri where we lived. That was a typical vacation for the 
Pratt family. As I began looking for those lines I found only pieces since there was no one working 
on any of those trees except the O'Daniel tree which went back in to North Carolina. The Browns 
were at a dead end, the Bells had a dead end, the Jackson's had a dead end it seemed that the 
spirit was not opening doors to these people to be found. Consequently, I did not spend much time 
on what could not be found. A few years ago, I started updating what I had found and that led me 
through hard research in the census to discover Hettie's parents. 

Like you said before, there are so many possibilities in the census records it is hard to determine 
who belongs to who. So, what I have found that I could prove, not just hearsay, but actual 
documented evidence, I had been submitting to the temples since 1976. My suggestion to you is... 
[1] your are going to have to spend some money on ordering death and birth certificates 
[2] go to the courthouses and check on the deeds and marriage records (ancestry.com does not 
have them all) 

[3] check the local libraries to see if someone has written any books on your families 
[4] find all you can about an ancestor through internet sources. 

(a) document all known census information about an individual. ..this includes the Cradle to Grave 
(C2G) 

concept that covers all sources about their birth information all the way through the death and burial 

(b) document all marriages, with copies of documents, record the book, page of the information 

(c) document their land purchases and sales, this pinpoints the actual place of birth of their children 

(d) check local newspapers for obits 

After you have accumulated this information then you are ready to submit your work to New Family 
Search (NFS) for temple ordinances. This is how the rest of us did it before the interenet. Enclosed 
is an example of my work.. .as an attachment. I was able to document and do extensive research 
on Daisy Dean (BELL) O'Daniel's family. This was because of our trip in 1988 to Dyer County. I 
did not do much investigative work for her siblings or parent's lines because there was not much 
information available back in the 1970's and 1980's. 

So, the whole John Franklin "Frank" & Hettie M. (JACKSON) Bell family is wide open for you to 
research, prove and document their children's marriages, spouses and grandchildren for temple 
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work. Also, Andrew & Mariah "Mary" (LEDBETTER) Jackson family is wide open for temple 
work. Incidentally, thank you for 

putting a maiden name to Mariah. Hopefully you have their marriage record and did not assume the 
name by hearsay. I will be looking forward to your work and watching as the Bell and Jackson tree 
grows. After December of this year I am not planning on renewing my ancestry,com membership. I 
have almost completed 

my revisions to my 27,000 people tree and will not be doing anymore research. So, any help you 
need you need to get on the ball and ask me while I still have the sharp intellect to help you. After 
December, I have several projects waiting in line, first to scan all our family pictures over the last 62 
years so they can be distributed to our 6 children on a DVD and second to update my personal 
history, including photos, stories and my music compositions for my children and grandchildren. 
So, I have quite a project ahead of me. You might consider the picture project for your family, before 
your parents die, to scan all the photos of your youth and 

siblings with the stories behind the pictures, to preserve for your posterity. That way you can give 
them to your children and grandchildren on cd's without going to the cost of duplicating the pictures. 
Anyway, since you are a sister in the church, this is why I have taken such an interest in you and 
offered my advice and help. I would like to be kept informed about your progress in your family 
history research, but I do not intend to do anymore

What the above association reveals Charles and Lucy are not anywhere near where Reason 
Tharp and family are living. They are pages away. Therefore, I would rule them out as part of 
Reason's relatives. James, Lancin and William are near the same age group as Reason Tharp 
so they maybe brothers. Since Reason Tharp was age 24 when this census was taken, then 
potential fathers for him would be Perry and John Tharp. 

Since Reason Tharp married Elizabeth (TUCKER) daughter of Matthew and Mourning 
(SCOTT) Tucker in 1828, it would be a reasonable assumption they should be living near 
HER parents after the marriage and show up in the 1830 census on page 199 where 
Matthew Tucker and family are living. However, it appears Reason and Elizabeth moved near 
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HIS parents by the 1830 census. 

Therefore, since Reason Tharp and family are only a few pages away from 4 Tharp family 
clusters, then your research should focus on Perry and John Tharp families.

It would be unreasonable to believe Reason Tharp and family moved to such an obscure 
location as Callaway County, Missouri without family assistance. Checking Marion County, 
Kentucky deed records should reveal when he sold his property and checking Callaway County, 
Missouri deed records should revel when he purchased property. This would give you an 
approximate departure date from Marion County and an approximate arrival date in Callaway 
County, Missouri. 

When looking at the Callaway County, Missouri deed records take notice of the "other" Tharp 
families who purchased property near or in the same location as Reason Tharp. You are trying 
to find out if Reason came to Missouri with family members and did they all settled in the same 
location? 

The 1850 census of Callaway County, Missouri does not show anyone fitting the age group who 
could have been the parents of Reason Tharp. 

Reason Tharp born 1806 should have parents born between 1750-1791 . Which brings us back 
to the 1830 census showing Perry age 70-79 (1760-1769) and John Tharp age 40-49 (1781- 
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1 790) as a potential father. 

Perry Tharp (1757-1845) married Margaret (SHUCH) (1768-1852) on 13 Dec 1785 in 
Jefferson County, Kentucky. Perry shows up in the 1810 census of Washington County, 
Kentucky with 3 sons less than 1 0 years of age and in the 1 820 census of Washington County, 
Kentucky with 2 sons age 10-15, which fits Reason Tharp's age group.

After spending almost the whole day researching Reason Tharp I have arrived at two potential 
fathers for him. 

Perry shows up in the 1810 census of 
Washington County, Kentucky with 3 sons less than 10 years of age and in the 1820 census of 
Washington County, Kentucky with 2 sons age 10-15, which fits Reason Tharp's age group. 
Reason would have been 4 years old in the 1810 census and 14 years old by the 1820 census.

Perry Tharp was a Revolutionary soldier, enlisting in 1776 in Monongahela, Pennsylvania in the 
8th Pennsylvania Line Regiment. He was engaged in such battles as: Bound Brook, Paoli and 
Germantown, all occurring in 1777. Perry Tharp is listed in several of the books concerning the 
8th PA Reg. The Eight was ordered to march to New Brunswick, New Jersey in November of 
1776 and endured loss of life, horrendous weather conditions and much hardship. It is believed 
that he was present during the infamous winter of Valley Forge. Perry Tharp spent the 
remainder of his military duty in Pennsylvania and Ohio and was discharged from the army in 
1783 in Pittsburg, Pennsylvania after serving 7 years in the service.

2. Another pension file S22551 for Paul Tharp alias Perry Tharp whose pension was paid by a 
Pennsylvania agency. Paul Tharp applied for a pension on 4 June 1833, a resident of Union 
Township, Fayette County, Pennsylvania. He was born in Woodbridge, Middlesex County, New 
Jersey in 1748. While a resident of Yorktown York County, Pennsylvania, he enlisted and served 
a year as a private in Capt. Daudel's and Capt. Miller's Company. He engaged in the battle of 
Long Island and in the rifle regiment of Col. Thompson and Col. Hand. Following those exploits 
he was in the Battle of Brandywine and Monmouth. In his 1829 application he referred to his wife 
Isabella about 60 and his son-in-law, not named. His pension's approval took several years to 
be approved because his records were confused with Perry Tharp. 

Perry Tharp also gave depositions for Paul Tharp and vice-versa, probably because of the mix- 
up in pension records. Perry Tharp was recorded as: Piriah Tharp, Periah Tharp, Parra Tharp, 
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and various variations of Tharp. The Shuch family rallied around Perry and Margaret, with both 
Andrew Shuch and William Shuch giving depositions.

Good detailed information concerning Perry and Margaret but when listing children Margaret's 
affidavit of 1846 states they had 1 1 children. They have listed only 10 children maybe because 
Reason Tharp, who was dead by 1844 was overlooked as their 1 1th child 

[2nd] Potential Father of Reason Tharp. William and Sarah "Sallie" ( ROLLINS) Tharp son 
of Perry and Margaret (SHUCK) Tharp. In the 1820 census William is showing a son in 
Reason Tharp's age bracket 1 0-1 5 years of age. 

William Tharp was born circa 1790-1795 in Kentucky married Sarah "Sallie" ( ROLLINS) 
(1783-1863) on 22 Nov 1809 in Washington County, Kentucky and is the son of Periah "Perry" 
and Margaret (SHUCK) Tharp. Since William and Sarah were married after the birth date of 
Reason Tharp in 1806, then this eliminates them as his parents.

The order of the children is subject to change since we are working with faulty sources. 

In the 1846 affidavit, Margaret states the following... " And knows that her youngest child was 
born the same winter that deponent's child was born, which would be age 40 years ago 
December 22 last" 

Jeremiah was born in 1808 according to the census records, but in her affidavit she states he 
was born after Andrew who was born 1 797 and she states Jeremiah would have been 40 years 
old in 1846. This places his birth circa 1806. Also, Jeremiah died after 1870 so she would not 
have been talking about him being the youngest child as stated above. 

However, if Reason Tharp born in 1806 was the youngest child she was talking about, he was 
born in January 1 806 in the dead of winter as she described. The affidavit was in 1 846 and 40 
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years ago would have been 1806. Since Reason had died in 1844, then it looks like she was 
talking about him. 

With the above preponderance of evidence it appears Reason Tharp born 1806 fits very nicely 
into the Perry and Margaret (SHUCK) Tharp family of Washington County, Kentucky. 

By using the process of elimination and circumstantial evidence it looks like we have a match. 

Yes, it would be nice to have a smoking gun, like Perry's will but since no one has produced 
same, then we only have what we have. I do not feel absolutely confident beyond a reasonable 
doubt to link Reason Tharp to this family but I feel others will find more evidence to confirm his 
rightful place with this family.

What the above association reveals Charles and Lucy are not anywhere near where Reason 
Tharp and family are living. They are pages away. Therefore, I would rule them out as part of 
Reason's relatives. James, Lancin and William are near the same age group as Reason Tharp 
so they maybe brothers. Since Reason Tharp was age 24 when this census was taken, then 
potential fathers for him would be Perry and John Tharp. 

Since Reason Tharp married Elizabeth (TUCKER) daughter of Matthew and Mourning 
(SCOTT) Tucker in 1828, it would be a reasonable assumption they should be living near 
HER parents after the marriage and show up in the 1830 census on page 199 where 
Matthew Tucker and family are living. However, it appears Reason and Elizabeth moved near 
HIS parents by the 1830 census. 

Therefore, since Reason Tharp and family are only a few pages away from 4 Tharp family 
clusters, then your research should focus on Perry and John Tharp families. 
Also, Reason named his first son William followed by Elias then James. Taking a road trip to 
Washington and Marion County, Kentucky should verify his parents.

This would give you an 
approximate departure date from Marion County and an approximate arrival date in Callaway 
County, Missouri. 

When looking at the Callaway County, Missouri deed records take notice of the "other" Tharp 
families who purchased property near or in the same location as Reason Tharp. You are trying 
to find out if Reason came to Missouri with family members and did they all settled in the same 
location? 

The 1850 census of Callaway County, Missouri does not show anyone fitting the age group who 
could have been the parents of Reason Tharp. 

Reason Tharp born 1806 should have parents born between 1750-1791 . Which brings us back 
to the 1830 census showing Perry age 70-79 (1760-1769) and John Tharp age 40-49 (1781- 
1 790) as a potential father.

On December 30, 1939, in response to your request I wrote in narative form some history of the 
O'Daniel family in North Carolina and in Tennessee. I am rewriting this now, and making some 
corrections and additions: 

The early settlement of what are now Duplin County, Lenoir County (originally Dobbs and New 
Hanover Counties) North Carolina, was by Irish and English and (what are called) Scotch-Irish 
emigrants. Some of these people were communicants of the Church of Ireland and the Church 
of England. The Church of Ireland ceased to be the State Church of Ireland in the reign of Queen 
Victoria during the time that Gladstone was Prime Minister of England, when it was dis- 
established as a State Church. (However, it still functions under the name of the Church of 
Ireland, independent of State Air). After the Revolution, the communicants of the Church of 
Ireland and of the Church of England established the American Episcopal Church, which today is 
in communion with both the Church of Ireland and the Church of England. The O'Daniel family 
were among those who after the Revolution were Episcopalians. Many years afterward, they 
became members of denominations, in that there were not many Episcopal Churches in those 
counties of North Carolina. 

The O'Daniel family (and Grady family, hereinafter mentioned), perhaps first settled in what is 
now Nansemond County, Virginia, near Suffolk, about 1723; moved to Bartie County, North 
Carolina, near Windsor; and then moved to what are now Duplin and Lenoir Counties, North 
Carolina, about 1738. Recently the annual Grady-Outlaw reunion under the Presidency of Judge 
Henry Alexander Grady of Newbern, North Carolina, (in 1939) celebrated the Two-Hundredth 
Anniversary of John Gradys (hereinafter mentioned) settlement in Duplin County, about twelve 
miles northeast of Kenansville, the County Seat. The Outlaw family seems to have derived the 
name Outlaw from the fact that they were adherents of that unfortunate King, Charles I, an 
outlawed by Cromwell. This family still bears the name Outlaw, of which they take pride. 

Records show that one Owen O'Daniel lived in Bartie County, North Carolina, 
in 1724, which coincides with the foregoing. 

The first ancestor of ours, mentioned herein was Fredrick O'Daniel. And the first ancestor of ours 
on the Grady side was John Grady. 

Frederick O'Daniel and John Grady married sisters, Mary Whitfield and Charity Whitfield. 

Mary and Charity Whitfield were two of the daughters of William Whitfield, [end page 1] 

William Whitfield was the son of Matthew Whitfield, who came from Lancester County, England 
on the ship Providence, and settled in Nansemond County, Virginia, on May 20, 1679. 

William Whitfield the father of Mary and Charity Whitfield was born in 1688. He married in Gates 
County, North Carolina, in 1713, to Elizabeth Goodman. 

After the death of Frederick O'Daniel, Charity (Whitfield) O'Daniel, his widow, married Daniel 
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Herring. 

The issue of Frederick O'Daniel and Charity (Whitfield) O'Daniel, were Owen O'Daniel, William 
O'Daniel, Alexander (1st) our ancestor - and Elizabeth O'Daneil. This Elizabeth O'Daniel married 
another William Whitfield. 

The William Whitfield, father of Mary and Charity Whitfield, our ancestors, moved to Rockford, 
Dobbs County (now Lenoir County) North Carolina, near what is now Seven Springs, or White 
Hall, named for his manor house. 

Frederick O'Daniel and wife, Charity Whitfield O'Daniel, had four children; Owen, William, 
Elizabeth and our great-grandfather Alexander O'Daniel (1st). 

Owen O'Daniel married Charity Herring. His daughter, Elizabeth married Frederick Grady, son of 
Frederick Grady who married Elizabeth Durham, William O'Daniel married Elizabeth Herring. 

Alexander O'Daniel (1st) our great-grandfather, who was the son of Frederick O'Daniel and 
Charity (Whitfield) O'Daniel, first married Elizabeth (or Rachel) Grady, on October 1, 1790. By 
this marriage he had two children; William O'Daniel and Charity O'Daniel. They are mentioned in 
his will, hereinafter copied. 

Alexander O'Daniel (1st) married a second time, to Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel. They had seven 
children; Alexander O'Daniel (2nd), John, Stephen, Jonathan, James (1st) Nancy and Katherine. 

Stephen was born December 5, 1812, died in 1881 ; Alexander (2nd) was born 

September 13, 1816, died after the death of Stephen; Jonathan was born May 5, 

1 81 0, died in January 1 890. John was born , died . They are buried near Rutherford, 

Tennessee. Some of them in the Old Walnut Grove Church Cemetery. They have tombstones to 

their graves. 

Stephen O'Daniel first left Duplin County, North Carolina, in 1834. In 1835 he lived in the 
Chickasaw and Choctaw Nations, (now) Oklahoma, returning to Gibson County, near Rutherford, 
Tennessee, in March 1836. He went to Arkansas and Missouri, returning to Duplin County, North 
Carolina, in 1837. He was on the sea coast at or between Wilmington and New Bern, North 
Carolina, in 1838. 

In 1 838 Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel, the widow of Alexander O'Daniel (1 st), and four of her sons, 
Stephen, John, Jonathan, and Alexander (2nd) and her two daughters, Nancy and Katherine, 
which was after the death of her husband, Alexander O'Daniel (1st) and her two step-children, 
William O'Daniel and Charity O'Daniel, (hereinbefore mentioned), sold the O'Daniel lands in what 
is know as the "Forks of the Northeast 

River and Goshen Run" Duplin County, North Carolina, and emigrated to Gibson County, 
Tennessee, near Rutherford, where her son Stephen had previously been. All of her children and 
step-children aforesaid then made their [end page 2] homes there. She had with her all of 
them except her son James O'Daniel (1st), my grandfather. 

James O'Daniel (1st) married Charlotte (Kornegay) O'Daniel, the daughter of David 
Kornegay and his wife, Charity (O'Daniel) Kornegay. She was the daughter of Owen O'Daniel 
and his wife Charity (O'Daniel) Herring. 
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Alexander O'Daniel (1st) died in Duplin County, North Carolina at the home of himself and his 
wife, Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel, in the "Forks of Northeast River and Goshan Run". His will, dated 
March 10, 1816, is probated in the Clerk's office of the Superior Court, Kenansville, Duplin 
County, North Carolina. His will is mentioned in the records of Early American Wills, published by 
the Daughters of the American Revolution. His death was probably soom after his will was 
written in 1 81 6, in that it was also probated during the year (1 81 7). Alexander O'Daniel's (1 st) last

Williams ( daughter of Cicero Williams, deceased), told me that many years ago, she was 
working in a field then owned by Willie Westbrook, the land was fomerly a part of the O'Daniel 
plantation, in the "Forks of Northeast River and Goshen Run". The land is now owned by Jesse 
Piver fonnerly owned by the said Willie Westbrook. [end page 3] 

She said that one day while working in the field, she dug up a headpiece of a grave out in the 
field. She asked Willie Westbrook who was buried there. He told her that it was an old man 
named O'Daniel. Upon further inquiry, he told her that it was the father of James O'Daniel (1st), 
who then was alive and lived near Serecta, Duplin County, North Carolina (about twelve miles 
distant). Of course James O'Daniel's (1st) father was Alexander O'Daniel (1st), our great- 
grandfather, the husband of our great-grandmother, Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel, who emigrated to 
Gibson County, Tennessee, after his death, with her children and step-children. Jesse Piver still 
lives near where Willie Westbrook's old house stood. I went to see him, and he pointed out to me 
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the spot where Alexander O'Daniel (1st) was buried. He said that he was buried in the field under 

a hardwood tree, and showed me the stump of the tree, which is about 300 feet in front of his 

house, to the left of the front. Some of the Alexander O'Daniels' (1 st) 

land was subsequently owned by Peter Kornegay - that is, where the old O'Daniel 

dwelling house once stood. My grandfather James O'Daniel (1st) showed me where 

the old house stood, and the old lightwood well post was still there about 1898, when he and I 

drove to his old home place from Sarecta, that year. 

It goes without saying that a modest stone marker with his birth date and death date engraved 
thereon should be erected at the place of his burial. 

My cousin, Malcom L. Grady, Albertson, Duplin County, North Carolina (which is only a few miles 
from the Forks of Northeast and Goshen) aided me considerably in locating Maudie Williams, 
and accompanied me to the spot where Alexander O'Daniel (1st) is buried, along with Jesse 
Piver. I am therefore indebted to Malcom. He also showed me where my great-grandfather David 
Kornegay is buried - which is about two miles on the Mount Olive road from where Alexander 
O'Daniel (1st) is buried., my other great-grandfather. My great-grandfather Henry Grady is buried 
at the cemetery on the Mount Pleasant Plantation, which has been in my family since 1739. I own 
the place now. 

My great-grandmother, Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel, wife of Alexander O'Daniel (1st) died near 
Rutherford, Gibson County, Tennessee, my cousin, John Arch O'Daniel, the deceased husband 
of Mrs. Hallie O'Daniel, showed me the tombstone of Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel, near Rutherford, 
a number of years ago. It was on the premises of the farm formerly owned by Alexander O'Daniel 
(2nd), and had never been erected at her grave. He died before he could have it erected. No one 
knows which cemetery she was buried in, but her sons,or a number of them, and her two 
daughters, were buried at Walnut Grove Cemetery in the church yard. Tne land upon which the 
church and cemetery are located, was donated by the O'Daniel family. Upon my suggestion to 
John Arch O'Daniel, a number of years ago, he erected her tombstone along beside that of her 
sons and daughters, where it now stands. The lettering thereon shows Annie O'Daniel, her birth 
date and the date of her death are also on the tombstone, but it is difficult to read. I visited the 
cemetery when I visited Cousin Lula Mays and Cousin Hallie 0' Daniel, in June, 1953, on my last 
visit. She was born in Duplin County, North Carolina, in the "Forks of the Northeast River and 
Goshen Run" in July 1782, and died near Rutherford, Tennessee, in November, 1858. I am now 
corresponding with a 

person in Wilmington, North Carolina, who will look up the files of the Wilmington, North Carolina, 
Daily Journal of date, March 17, 1859, which has a notice of her death in Rutherford, Tennessee. 
And I am also corresponding with Mr. Wells, Clerk of the Superior Court, Kenansville, Duplin 
County, North Carolina, to learn [end page 4] the date of Alexander O'Daniel's (1st) death, 
whose will was probated there in 1816, A.D., many years after his widow, Annie (Keathley) 
O'Daniel emigrated to Gibson County, Tennessee. I am informed that she was 76 years old 
when she passed away. 

On December 15, 1837, before she emigrated to Tennessee, she conveyed a part of the 
O'Daniel lands in the "Forks of the Northeast and Goshen", to her cousin, Harget Kornegay, 526 
acres of land (Part of the Old Plantation), recorded in Vol at page Deed Records, 
Duplin County, North Carolina. She had previously conveyed part thereof to her son John 
O'Daniel, on February 20, 1 827, (1 42 acres). 
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Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel was the daughter of Jonathan Keathley and Nancy (Herring) Keathley, 
who was the daughter of Charity, daughter of John Grady, thereinbefore mentioned, who married 
Mary (Whitfield) Grady. Therefore all descendents of Alexander O'Daniel (1st), and his wife, 
Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel, are also related to Grady family descended from the said John Grady. 

It is also true that our O'Daniel and Grady relatives are related to the following families in eastern 
North Carolina: Bryan, Whitfield, Sloan, Outlaw, Maxwell, Herring, Keathley and others whose 
names will not be shown for brevity sake. 

I found the following conveyances by deed, recorded in the Deed Records, Duplin County, North 
Carolina, which may be pertinent to our family history:

Deed from Owen O'Daniel (wife Charity) to Elizabeth and Fredrick Grady and wife, Elizabeth 
Grady. She was the daughter of Owen 0' Daniel and Charity O'Daniel. Tandam 561 Acres, 
January 7,1824. Tandam is about five miles from the Forks of The Northeast and Goshen, on the 
burncoat - Sarecta Road.

Stephen O'Daniels' Diary shows that he married first Clary Branch, daughter of Archelaus 
Branch and Esther Branch of Duplin County, North Carolina. He says that some of his brothers 
were Whigs and some Democrats. He married first on January 24, 183?. This was when he 
went back to North Carolina and probably brought his mother, brothers and sister (except James 
O'Daniel (1 ), to Tennessee. He was 5 feet 8 inches tall, 1 40 to 1 50 pounds, light complexion, 
sandy hair. Second time he married Elizabeth 

Ann Gordon, July 21 , 1863. Third time he married Charity Flowers (Neet Keathley, his cousin) 
who was born in Duplin County, North Carolina, February 12, 1832. She was the [end page 6] 
daughter of Daniel Keathley and died with tuberculosis, June 15, 1862. Buried at Walnut Grove 
Cemetery, near Rutherford, Tennessee. He says that he had dropsy. 

When I hear again from Mr. Wells, Clerk, Superior Court, Kenansville, Duplin County, North 
Carolina, about date of death of Alexander O'Daniel (1), and when I hear from any other source 
and from Wilmington, North Carolina, about birth and death dates of Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel, I 
will supply this information to you. 

The foregoing narative is nor, perhaps, absolutely correct, but it will give some information helpful 
to the O'Daniel family records.

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James Romulus O'Daniel 

P. S. Mrs. Lula Mays, (Nee 0' Daniel), told me that her father Bryan M. O'Daniel and his brother 
Jim O'Daniel and Alf Moore, all from Gibson County, Tennessee, were Confederate soldiers from 
Tennessee, and in a battle at Dalton, Georgia, near Chattanooga, Tennessee, during the War 
Between the States, and during the battle, and when all three of them were near each other, her 
uncle Jim O'Daniel was wounded, and just before he fell mortally wounded, and just raised his 
arms to his comrades and said: "DON'T GIVE UP BOYS". He died within a few days. His brother, 
Bryan M. O'Daniel, persuaded his comrades not to bury Jim 0' Daniel in the common trenches 
but with his Confederate money procured a private burial for Jim O' Daniel, at Dalton, Georgia. 

This Jim O'Daniel was first-cousin to my father, also named Jim O'Daniel (2), the son of Jim 
O'Daniel (1st) hereinbefore mentioned. 

In this letter when I have used the term or word "(1st)" and "(2nd)", is simply my way of identifying 
persons of the same name, such as Alexander O'Daniel (1st), husband of Annie (Keathley) 
O'Daniel, and Alexander O'Daniel (2nd), son of Alexander O'Daniel (1st) and Annie Keathley 
O'Daniel, and Jim O'Daniel, (1st), my grandfather, and Jim O'Daniel (2nd), my father. "1st)" and 
"2nd)" form no part of their names. 

I have written to the Daughters of the Confederacy, at Dalton, Georgia, in an effort to learn in 
what cemetery Jim O'Daniel is buried, etc. I will let you know what information I am able to elict. 
And I will also let you know what further information I am able to obtain as to Annie (Keathley) 
O'Daniel's birth date and date of her death from the Wilmington, North Carolina newspaper 
mentioned above, as well as the dates of the births and death of Alexander O'Daniel (1st) from 
the Clerk of the Superior Court, Kenansville, North Carolina.

widowhood if she marries to have the best one of the horse creatures the stock of all sorts to be 
sold and the money put on Interest and all perishable property of all sort to be sold and put on 
interest excepting one bed to my wife Ann, if she should marry and all my lands to be rented out 
until my youngest son become of age to be twenty-one years old and none of my oak timber to 
be made use of only for plantation use or no tree boxed for turpentine then all my lands to be 
sold to the highest bidder and all the money arising to be equally divided between my wife 
Annie's children that are now alive or in womb, I do sign this as my last will and testament, 
March 10, 1816. I leave and wish James Pearsall and Owen O'Daniel as my Executors to the 
above."

You have also made changes in the 
records of Alexander W. Lackey, my 2nd Great Grandfather (L87Q-6JK). I entered the correct 
information long, long ago into the church records from our own genealogy records kept by our 
family for over a century. You have also made entries in my 4th Great Grandfather, William 
Hamilton Lackey (LDYP-LBM) and somehow his name was changed by someone adding the 
middle name of "Hamilton" which is NOT his middle name... he didn't have a middle name. His 
brother George had the middle name of "Hamilton". I have had to change this information 
repeatedly because of folks making incorrect merges and making changes they don't know 
anything about. I suggest that you attend your local LDS Ward training center and bone up on the 
use of FamilyTree and FamilySearch before you continue to make assumptions and changes that 
make a mess of others familyTree information.

Bro. Lackey, if you are a member of the church... I can see you have jumped to conclusions without 
really knowing the facts. ..shame on you! The changes in the Lackey family are a result of duplicate 
entries someone in the past has posted into family search. I have not researched the Lackey family 
other than my Great Grandmother Obedience "Bedie" ( LACKEY) Brown and her parents. Last 
week a fellow member of the church requested I release some of her siblings from the reserved 
list, I noticed the Lackey family was full of duplicate entries and using my Legacy program was able 
to combine and remove some of these duplicates as a courtesy in an attempt to "clean" up this 
family. I did not insert data into these families other than what I have personally researched, but 
researchers in the past have entered erroneous information and this new Family Search program 
does not allow us, like the old program to see all the alternatives concerning that individual. 
Consequently, all we see is the choice someone has made for data. I did not put that information in 
the Lackey family, especially concerning whatever you are talking about Moses Lackey since I have 
not researched him and know very little about him but, I COMBINED data someone else entered 
and Family Search used what others had entered. You. ..seeing my name listed as making 
changes, assumed I altered the data and the true information was lost. Not so, all the data is there, 
it is Family Search's choice to only show ONE entry. This is where you come in. ..when you see the 
main entry has been changed, you are, as a Lackey family researcher, obligated to correct that 
information. However, allowing 2 or 3 or 10 duplications to exist for the same individual is not only 
sloppy research but invites additional researchers to reenter that person causing more duplication 
and unnecessary work for volunteers. I found your email offensive and unbecoming a member of 
the Church so, I assume you are not, due to the tone of your comment. I have been a member for 
40 years and researching family histories for 37 years and a Family History Consultant for 8 years 
and have written over 300 books, articles and stories concerning families of Missouri and 
Tennessee. Attached is a sample of my work. Concerning William Hamilton Lackey Sr. was not my 
entry. Hamilton was part of a combined effort someone else had injected and when his name was 
combined the Hamilton remained. I have found no Hamilton in my research of this man but I was 
not going to delete the name because someone else may have had proof of this name. All I did was 
combine duplicates as a courtesy, which seems to be lacking in other researchers. I am glad to 
see you are watching this family in Family Search but with over 42,000 names in my tree, when I 
focus on a surname in my tree, I try to clean up what has been submitted on Family Search and I 
apologize you have taken a personal offense to false data and actions caused by others. When you 
combine individuals in FS, it records those efforts as being processed, in my case, by me, 
however, the DATA combined. ..is the work of others, not the person doing the maintenance. In the 
future, if you find family data in error, don't jump to the conclusion someone has purposely changed 
the data but figure, due to the programming of Family Search, where they only allow us to see ONE 
choice for the data stream and that choice could be wrong. Thank you for your comments and as a 
veteran in the Family History Research field, I too get frustrated with data I have worked so hard to 
prove only to find others have changed the data. This is why I produce these books, for others to 
see where I obtained my proof and documentation and how I arrived at the conclusions I entertain. 
However, as long as FS allows anybody to access Family Search, we will have to deal with this 
problem. As I said before, I have not "researched" the Lackey family in detail using my famous 
Cradle to Grave Profile (C2G) formula, therefore, the data which was combined has not been 
verified by me and is suspect to errors. Any help you can shed is greatly appreciated and maybe 
together we can sift through the false data and arrive at the facts.

Hello Brother Pratt, YES! I am LDS and have been for the past 40 years and have been doing 
family research for the past 47 years, carrying on a tradition that has been passed down thru my 
family for over a century, with numerous publications myself. My Sharp(e) line is well defined and 
my Sharp(e) relatives have been a big help in working to keep the integrity of our work intact. One 
of my Sharp(e) ancestors was converted and baptized by Joseph Smith in 1839. I find it hard to 
believe that you haven't been doing any research in the Lackey line and if you'll take a look at the 
"watch list" I have forwarded to you, you will be able to see your name listed as making changes no 
less than 62 times in relatives of my line from the Lackeys to the Stevensons. I could not find very 
many reasons posted for the changes you made either so I suppose you can understand my 
frustrations as you have expressed some yourself. You have read WAY more into my first 
communication to you than what I actually said and you are saying "shame on me"? I meant no 
disrespect and if you took offense then that is on you because none was intended so I guess we've 
gotten off on the wrong foot here and for that I apologize. You shouldn't have "assumed" that I was 
not LDS just because I was merely expressing my frustrations and you should not have been 
offended. If I had intended offense, it would have been made perfectly clear. I could have taken 
offense at your correspondence but I don't wear my feelings like a badge of honor nor my 
experience in family history research or computer science. I am just about fed up with the issues 
with FamilyTree and I do understand why it is set up the way it is but that just makes it a very big 
waste of time for some of us that are trying to maintain the integrity of our work. I keep most of my 
work on a separate software program on my computer that is compatible with the publishing 
software I have so I can get the next Family History books published for several of my family lines. 
The FamilyTree software would never make it on the open market but not only am I concerned 
about the accuracy and integrity of the information I have on FamilySearch, I want to be able to 
make sure that ordinances get done but yet entries that I have recently made during 201 3 have 
been wiped out completely because of the way FamilyTree functions when others make changes. I 
have written computer code for the past 1 2 years and developed software and websites and I 
understand the architecture of the program but I would have never constructed it in the manner in 
which it currently exists. The way it is structured only makes it harder for folks like you and I until 
the dust settles and the developers make some changes and believe you me, I have given them 
plenty of feedback since the launch of FamilyTree. Problems are also getting compounded when 
blocks of data are dumped into FamilyTree from the Old FamilySearch database with the intentions 
that members like you and I will clean up the mess... which it seems we both are doing. I just 
cannot see that the Spirit has led these developers all the way thru this process, but I could be 
wrong. Thank you for your input and again, no offense was intended and no I am not ashamed just 
frustrated. I will digest the documentation you have attached in your correspondence. Thank you.

Bro. Lackey, thank you for your response. After looking at all the deletes, changes attributed to me, 
it appears even when you inform Family Search concerning duplicates, FS makes a notation of a 
change. Since other researchers are not as familiar with the process of Family Search as I am, 
they don't even try to combine, alter, delete and correct false and erroneous information. Instead 
they go ahead and add names, dates and places without checking for duplicates or verifying the 
records already posted. When I am surfing in Family Search and I see 14 possible duplicates, I 
take the time to click the button stating they are not the same and remove them from the duplicate 
list. I do this because all those duplicates are posted on my Legacy program and slows down my 
computer unless I get them out of the way. Also, if I have found a burial location for these people I 
take the time to add it to FS so there is no misunderstanding concerning the identity of these 
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people. This is evident as you read my Cradle to Grave (C2G) profiles. So, for FS to post all those 
changes could have been something as simple as amplifying a location. For instance, at 
www.histopolis.com by entering the state, county they will give you the township of the city or 
location you are seeking. So, when someone posts Sharon, TN, I change it to Sharon, Weakley, 
Tennessee, United States in harmony with research guidelines. ..and FS makes a notation. 
However, concerning the people you have listed, since I have not researched them and have only 
removed, incorrect children, wrong spouses, and made other maintenance changes, like adding 
nicknames, I do not know the dates or details and do not change vital information and have to 
transfer what is there into my tree. So, every small change is recorded and unless it alters vital 
data and prevents their Temple Ordinances from being performed I wouldn't sweat the little stuff. 
After all the thousands of ancestors I have sent to the Temple over the last 38 years, you are the 
only person to have complained about changes to the ancestor data. AND you don't even know 
what changes were made and if I was the one who made those changes! It could have been 
changed by someone else before I tried to correct it. For instance, William Lackey LDYP-LBM 
someone had posted a complete duplicate family for him and his children as you can see by my 
changes, I merged all those people and in the process it deleted the duplicates. Also, in their 
ignorance someone had posted their marriage as 4 November 1775 in Rowan, North Carolina, 
United States. I changed it to Rowan, North Carolina Colony since the United States didn't exist 
until 1783. A duplicate contained William Hamilton Lackey and as I explained before, I was not 
going to remove Hamilton since I was not familiar with his full name and the person who posted 
that name could have proof, therefore, I left it in his name for others more familiar with this family to 
fix. Also, it appears, when you merge individuals in FS, they automatically post a biological 
relationship to the parents. What this all boils down to, if you are so concerned about changes in 
your family data on Family Search, I suggest you check it everyday to fix and repair erroneous 
information. Because, I felt it was a mistake to allow anyone into this website, I feel it is going to 
create more problems then it solves. My primary goal it to see our ancestors get their Temple 
Ordinances completed and all other considerations are insignificant. I have even had non-members 
email me and ask because their ancestor has had their Temple work done, does that make them 
members of the Mormon Church? After explaining, there are no church denominations in the spirit 
world, either you are a disciple of Christ or not, I felt, I should not have to explain something like that 
through an email and it should be up to the Missionaries to answer those questions. However, 
since they are letting non-members into this website, we can expect all kinds of misinformation 
being posted concerning our ancestors. Keep up the good work and I probably won't be visiting the 
Lackey family in Family Search again since it appears to my relief and satisfaction, their temple 
work has been completed.

On December 30, 1939, in response to your request I wrote in narative form some history of the 
O'Daniel family in North Carolina and in Tennessee. I am rewriting this now, and making some 
corrections and additions: 

The early settlement of what are now Duplin County, Lenoir County (originally Dobbs and New 
Hanover Counties) North Carolina, was by Irish and English and (what are called) Scotch-Irish 
emigrants. Some of these people were communicants of the Church of Ireland and the Church of 
England. The Church of Ireland ceased to be the State Church of Ireland in the reign of Queen 
Victoria during the time that Gladstone was Prime Minister of England, when it was dis-established 
as a State Church. (However, it still functions under the name of the Church of Ireland, independent 
of State Air). After the Revolution, the communicants of the Church of Ireland and of the Church of 
England established the American Episcopal Church, which today is in communion with both the 
Church of Ireland and the Church of England. The O'Daniel family were among those who after the 
Revolution were Episcopalians. Many years afterward, they became members of denominations, in 
that there were not many Episcopal Churches in those counties of North Carolina. 

The O'Daniel family (and Grady family, hereinafter mentioned), perhaps first settled in what is now 
Nansemond County, Virginia, near Suffolk, about 1723; moved to Bartie County, North Carolina, 
near Windsor; and then moved to what are now Duplin and Lenoir Counties, North Carolina, about 
1738. Recently the annual Grady-Outlaw reunion under the Presidency of Judge Henry Alexander 
Grady of Newbern, North Carolina, (in 1939) celebrated the Two-Hundredth Anniversary of John 
Gradys (hereinafter mentioned) settlement in Duplin County, about twelve miles northeast of 
Kenansville, the County Seat. The Outlaw family seems to have derived the name Outlaw from the 
fact that they were adherents of that unfortunate King, Charles I, and outlawed by Cromwell. This 
family still bears the name Outlaw, of which they take pride. 

Records show that one Owen O'Daniel lived in Bartie County, North Carolina, in 1724, which 
coincides with the foregoing. 

The first ancestor of ours, mentioned herein was Fredrick O'Daniel. And the first ancestor of ours 
on the Grady side was John Grady. 

Frederick O'Daniel and John Grady married sisters, Mary Whitfield and Charity Whitfield. 

Mary and Charity Whitfield were two of the daughters of William Whitfield, [page 1] 

William Whitfield was the son of Matthew Whitfield, who came from Lancester County, England on 
the ship Providence, and settled in Nansemond County, Virginia, on May 20, 1679. 

William Whitfield the father of Mary and Charity Whitfield was born in 1688. He married in Gates 
County, North Carolina, in 1713, to Elizabeth Goodman. 

After the death of Frederick O'Daniel, Charity (Whitfield) O'Daniel, his widow, married Daniel 
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Herring. 

The issue of Frederick O'Daniel and Charity (Whitfield) O'Daniel, were Owen O'Daniel, William 
O'Daniel, Alexander (1st) our ancestor - and Elizabeth O'Daneil. This Elizabeth O'Daniel married 
another William Whitfield. 

The William Whitfield, father of Mary and Charity Whitfield, our ancestors, moved to Rockford, 
Dobbs County (now Lenoir County) North Carolina, near what is now Seven Springs, or White Hall, 
named for his manor house. 

Frederick O'Daniel and wife, Charity Whitfield O'Daniel, had four children; Owen, William, 
Elizabeth and our great-grandfather Alexander O'Daniel (1st). 

Owen O'Daniel married Charity Herring. His daughter, Elizabeth married Frederick Grady, son of 
Frederick Grady who married Elizabeth Durham, William O'Daniel married Elizabeth Herring. 

Alexander O'Daniel (1st) our great-grandfather, who was the son of Frederick O'Daniel and Charity 
(Whitfield) O'Daniel, first married Elizabeth (or Rachel) Grady, on October 1 , 1790. By this 
marriage he had two children; William O'Daniel and Charity O'Daniel. They are mentioned in his 
will, hereinafter copied. 

Alexander O'Daniel (1st) married a second time, to Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel. They had seven 
children; Alexander O'Daniel (2nd), John, Stephen, Jonathan, James (1st) Nancy and Katherine. 

Stephen was born December 5, 1812, died in 1881 ; Alexander (2nd) was born September 13, 

1 81 6, died after the death of Stephen; Jonathan was born May 5, 1 81 0, died in January 1 890. John 

was born , died . They are buried near Rutherford, Tennessee. Some of them in the 

Old Walnut Grove Church Cemetery. They have tombstones to their graves. 

Stephen O'Daniel first left Duplin County, North Carolina, in 1834. In 1835 he lived in the Chickasaw 
and Choctaw Nations, (now) Oklahoma, returning to Gibson County, near Rutherford, Tennessee, 
in March 1836. He went to Arkansas and Missouri, returning to Duplin County, North Carolina, in 
1837. He was on the sea coast at or between Wilmington and New Bern, North Carolina, in 1838. 

In 1 838 Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel, the widow of Alexander O'Daniel (1 st), and four of her sons, 
Stephen, John, Jonathan, and Alexander (2nd) and her two daughters, Nancy and Katherine, which 
was after the death of her husband, Alexander O'Daniel (1st) and her two step-children, William 
O'Daniel and Charity O'Daniel, (hereinbefore mentioned), sold the O'Daniel lands in what is know 
as the "Forks of the Northeast 

River and Goshen Run" Duplin County, North Carolina, and emigrated to Gibson County, 
Tennessee, near Rutherford, where her son Stephen had previously been. All of her children and 
step-children aforesaid then made their [page 2] homes there. She had with her all of them except 
her son James O'Daniel (1st), my grandfather. 

James O'Daniel (1st) married Charlotte (Kornegay) O'Daniel, the daughter of David Kornegay and 
his wife, Charity (O'Daniel) Kornegay. She was the daughter of Owen O'Daniel and his wife Charity 
(O'Daniel) Herring. 

Alexander O'Daniel (1st) died in Duplin County, North Carolina at the home of himself and his wife, 
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Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel, in the "Forks of Northeast River and Goshan Run". His will, dated March 
10, 1816, is probated in the Clerk's office of the Superior Court, Kenansville, Duplin County, North 
Carolina. His will is mentioned in the records of Early American Wills, published by the Daughters 
of the American Revolution. His death was probably soom after his will was written in 1816, in that 
it was also probated during the year (1817). Alexander O'Daniel's (1st) last will and testament (2), 
is as follows: THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, COUNTYOF DUPLIN, 

"In the name of God. Amen, I, Alexander O'Daniel, being in a low state of health, but sound in mind 
and memory, and knowing that all men are mortal and born to die, I wish my soul to the Lord and 
my body to the dust from whence it came and to be buried in a Christian-like manner. I will and 
wish to be beloved wife, Ann O'Daniel, all my lands and all my horses all my cattle, hogs, sheep, 
and stock of all sorts and all my household furniture, kitchen furniture, plantation tools, excepting 
four cows and calves and two feather beds and furniture, which I give one of the beds and furniture 
and two of the cows to my son William, and the other bed and two cows and calves to my 
daughter Charity the whole of the rest to her my wife during her life time or widowhood if she 
marries to have the best one of the horse creatures the stock of all sorts to be sold and the money 
put on Interest and all perishable property of all sort to be sold and put on interest excepting one 
bed to my wife Ann, if she should marry and all my lands 

to be rented out until my youngest son become of age to be twenty-one years old and none of my 
oak timber to be made use of only for plantation use or no tree boxed for turpentine then all my 
lands to be sold to the highest bidder and all the money arising to be equally divided between my 
wife Annie's children that are now alive or in womb, I do sign this as my last will and testament, 
March 10, 1816. I leave and wish James Pearsall and Owen O'Daniel as my Executors to the 
above." 

Test O'DANIEL, CHARITY HERRING ALEXANDER O'DANIEL (seal) 

N.B. Also at my mother's death all property that will fall to me that is in her house, consisting of one 
fourth part, Tib, June, Clabon and James and stock cattle I will to be sold and the money arising to 
be equally divided among all my children. TEST 0. O'Daniel, 

Charity Herring (Her Mark). 



March 10, 1816, 

This year, on my visit to Duplin County, North Carolina, my old home, Maudie Williams ( daughter 
of Cicero Williams, deceased), told me that many years ago, she was working in a field then 
owned by Willie Westbrook, the land was fomerly a part of the O'Daniel plantation, in the "Forks of 
Northeast River and Goshen Run". The land is now owned by Jesse Piver fonnerly owned by the 
said Willie Westbrook. [page 3] 

She said that one day while working in the field, she dug up a headpiece of a grave out in the field. 
She asked Willie Westbrook who was buried there. He told her that it was an old man named 
O'Daniel. Upon further inquiry, he told her that it was the father of James O'Daniel (1st), who then 
was alive and lived near Serecta, Duplin County, North Carolina (about twelve miles distant). Of 
course James O'Daniel's (1st) father was Alexander O'Daniel (1st), our great-grandfather, the 
husband of our great-grandmother, Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel, who emigrated to Gibson County, 
Tennessee, after his death, with her children and step-children. Jesse Piver still lives near where 
Willie Westbrook's old house stood. I went to see him, and he pointed out to me the spot where 
Alexander O'Daniel (1st) was buried. He said that he was buried in the field under a hardwood tree, 
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and showed me the stump of the tree, which is about 300 feet in front of his house, to the left of the 
front. Some of the Alexander O'Daniels' (1st) land was subsequently owned by Peter Kornegay - 
that is, where the old O'Daniel dwelling house once stood. My grandfather James O'Daniel (1st) 
showed me where 

the old house stood, and the old lightwood well post was still there about 1898, when he and I drove 
to his old home place from Sarecta, that year. 

It goes without saying that a modest stone marker with his birth date and death date engraved 
thereon should be erected at the place of his burial. 

My cousin, Malcom L. Grady, Albertson, Duplin County, North Carolina (which is only a few miles 
from the Forks of Northeast and Goshen) aided me considerably in locating Maudie Williams, and 
accompanied me to the spot where Alexander O'Daniel (1st) is buried, along with Jesse Piver. I am 
therefore indebted to Malcom. He also showed me where my great-grandfather David Kornegay is 
buried - which is about two miles on the Mount Olive road from where Alexander O'Daniel (1st) is 
buried., my other great-grandfather. My great-grandfather Henry Grady is buried at the cemetery on 
the Mount Pleasant Plantation, which has been in my family since 1739. I own the place now. 

My great-grandmother, Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel, wife of Alexander O'Daniel (1st) died near 
Rutherford, Gibson County, Tennessee, my cousin, John Arch O'Daniel, the deceased husband of 
Mrs. Hallie O'Daniel, showed me the tombstone of Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel, near Rutherford, a 
number of years ago. It was on the premises of the farm formerly owned by Alexander O'Daniel 
(2nd), and had never been erected at her grave. He died before he could have it erected. No one 
knows which cemetery she was buried in, but her sons,or a number of them, and her two 
daughters, were buried at Walnut Grove Cemetery in the church yard. Tne land upon which the 
church and cemetery are located, was donated by the O'Daniel family. Upon my suggestion to 
John Arch O'Daniel, a number of years ago, he erected her tombstone along beside that of her 
sons and daughters, where it now stands. The lettering thereon shows Annie O'Daniel, her birth 
date and the date of her death are also on the tombstone, but it is difficult to read. I visited the 
cemetery when I visited Cousin Lula Mays and Cousin Hallie 0' Daniel, in June, 1953, on my last 
visit. She was born in Duplin County, North Carolina, in the "Forks of the Northeast River and 
Goshen Run" in July 1782, and died near Rutherford, Tennessee, in November, 1858. I am now 
corresponding with a person in Wilmington, North Carolina, who will look up the files of the 
Wilmington, North Carolina, Daily Journal of date, March 17, 1859, which has a notice of her death 
in Rutherford, Tennessee. And I am also corresponding with Mr. Wells, Clerk of the Superior Court, 
Kenansville, Duplin County, North Carolina, to learn [page 4] the date of Alexander O'Daniel's (1st) 
death, whose will was probated there in 1816, A.D., many years after his widow, Annie (Keathley) 
O'Daniel emigrated to Gibson County, Tennessee. I am informed that she was 76 years old when 
she passed away. 

On December 15, 1837, before she emigrated to Tennessee, she conveyed a part of the O'Daniel 
lands in the "Forks of the Northeast and Goshen", to her cousin, Harget Kornegay, 526 acres of 

land (Part of the Old Plantation), recorded in Vol at page Deed Records, Duplin 

County, North Carolina. She had previously conveyed part thereof to her son John O'Daniel, on 
February 20, 1827, (142 acres). 

Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel was the daughter of Jonathan Keathley and Nancy (Herring) Keathley, 
who was the daughter of Charity, daughter of John Grady, thereinbefore mentioned, who married 
Mary (Whitfield) Grady. Therefore all descendents of Alexander O'Daniel (1st), and his wife, Annie 
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(Keathley) O'Daniel, are also related to Grady family descended from the said John Grady. 

It is also true that our O'Daniel and Grady relatives are related to the following families in eastern 
North Carolina: Bryan, Whitfield, Sloan, Outlaw, Maxwell, Herring, Keathley and others whose 
names will not be shown for brevity sake. 

I found the following conveyances by deed, recorded in the Deed Records, Duplin County, North 
Carolina, which may be pertinent to our family history: 

Deed from Owen O'Daniel (son of Charity Herring) to Alexander O'Daniel (1st) 
November 1 6, 1 796, Book M. Page 436 - 258 acres of land. 

Deed from William Grady to William O'Daniel and sister, Charity O'Daniel (these were the children 
of Alexander O'Daniel (1st) and his first wife, Elizabeth (Grady) O'Daniel, November 8, 1812. 150 
acres. 

Deed from William O'Daniel, to Charity O'Daniel, October 5, 1812, Vol. 5, page 554, DFTU Page 
234. 

Deed from Alexander O'Daniel (1st) to William O'Daniel, March 10, 1816. Book 5, page 482. 
Property dated "Forks of Northeast and Goshen). (This deed was dated about (in fact the same 
date) that his will was dated hereinbefore mentioned. 

Deed from Owen O'Daniel (wife Charity) to Elizabeth and Fredrick Grady and wife, Elizabeth 
Grady. She was the daughter of Owen 0' Daniel and Charity O'Daniel. Tandam 561 Acres, January 
7,1824. Tandam is about five miles from the Forks of The Northeast and Goshen, on the burncoat - 
Sarecta Road.

Wm. W. Ridgeway. Sol. December 28, 1858. 

Stephen O'Daniels' Diary shows that he married first Clary Branch, daughter of Archelaus Branch 
and Esther Branch of Duplin County, North Carolina. He says that some of his brothers were 
Whigs and some Democrats. He married first on January 24, 183?. This was when he went back 
to North Carolina and probably brought his mother, brothers and sister (except James O'Daniel (1), 
to Tennessee. He was 5 feet 8 inches tall, 140 to 150 pounds, light complexion, sandy hair. 
Second time he married Elizabeth 

Ann Gordon, July 21 , 1863. Third time he married Charity Flowers (Neet Keathley, his cousin) who 
was born in Duplin County, North Carolina, February 12, 1832. She was the [page 6] daughter 
of Daniel Keathley and died with tuberculosis, June 15, 1862. Buried at Walnut Grove Cemetery, 
near Rutherford, Tennessee. He says that he had dropsy. 

When I hear again from Mr. Wells, Clerk, Superior Court, Kenansville, Duplin County, North 
Carolina, about date of death of Alexander O'Daniel (1), and when I hear from any other source and 
from Wilmington, North Carolina, about birth and death dates of Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel, I will 
supply this information to you. 

The foregoing narative is nor, perhaps, absolutely correct, but it will give some information helpful 
to the O'Daniel family records.

P. S. Mrs. Lula Mays, (Nee 0' Daniel), told me that her father Bryan M. O'Daniel and his brother Jim 
O'Daniel and Alf Moore, all from Gibson County, Tennessee, were Confederate soldiers from 
Tennessee, and in a battle at Dalton, Georgia, near Chattanooga, Tennessee, during the War 
Between the States, and during the battle, and when all three of them were near each other, her 
uncle Jim O'Daniel was wounded, and just before he fell mortally wounded, and just raised his 
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arms to his comrades and said: "DON'T GIVE UP BOYS". He died within a few days. His brother, 
Bryan M. O'Daniel, persuaded his comrades not to bury Jim 0' Daniel in the common trenches but 
with his Confederate money procured a private burial for Jim O' Daniel, at Dalton, Georgia. 

This Jim O'Daniel was first-cousin to my father, also named Jim O'Daniel (2), the son of Jim 
O'Daniel (1st) hereinbefore mentioned. 

In this letter when I have used the term or word "(1st)" and "(2nd)", is simply my way of identifying 
persons of the same name, such as Alexander O'Daniel (1st), husband of Annie (Keathley) 
O'Daniel, and Alexander O'Daniel (2nd), son of Alexander O'Daniel (1st) and Annie Keathley 
O'Daniel, and Jim O'Daniel, (1st), my grandfather, and Jim O'Daniel (2nd), my father. "1st)" and 
"2nd)" form no part of their names. 

I have written to the Daughters of the Confederacy, at Dalton, Georgia, in an effort to learn in what 
cemetery Jim O'Daniel is buried, etc. I will let you know what information I am able to elict. And I will 
also let you know what further information I am able to obtain as to Annie (Keathley) O'Daniel's birth 
date and date of her death from the Wilmington, North Carolina newspaper mentioned above, as 
well as the dates of the births and death of Alexander O'Daniel (1 st) from the Clerk of the Superior 
Court, Kenansville, North Carolina.

At the age of 19, Mr. Pratt embarked on a career in law enforcement. This 
experience gave him training in detective and investigative skills. Little did Mr. Pratt 
know, how useful these skills would be in the field of genealogy. 

Floyd started his family research career in 1975 after becoming a member of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. His first calling as a new member 
was to serve in the newly created genealogical department or known today as the 
Family History Center in the Springfield, Missouri ward. This two-year calling gave 
Mr. Pratt a tremendous amount of experience helping others to research their 
families. 



In fact, he felt family research came easy and required little effort on his part. In reality, years of 
reading and studying increased his expertise and he made it look easy to others. Over the course of 
several years, Mr. Pratt was asked by his church to instruct several family history courses. This 
experience established a deep profound love for family and ancestors. It was not uncommon for Mr. 
Pratt to spend 4 to 8 hours a day researching and compiling family histories in addition to his duties, 
as an entrepreneur in the insurance business. 

The first major achievement for Mr. Pratt was a breakthrough on his Pratt family back to the early 
1800's. Due to confusion with Pratt ancestors and not satisfied with just the direct line research, Mr. 
Pratt branched out to research all connected lines and allied families. 



This dedication led to 50,000 individuals in his database and has achieved expert status for Mr. 
Pratt on the families of middle and eastern Missouri, eastern and western Tennessee and central 
North Carolina. 



Concerning Mr. Pratt's style of research, he is a strong supporter of the "hands on" approach. 
When he took family vacations, they usually went to libraries, cemeteries, courthouses, National 
Archive centers, and visited family members in various states. He attended family reunions and 
obtained his material from the actual sources when possible.

The first three Volumes were released to the public in 1991 and were issued to 18 different 
libraries including the Library of Congress and the St. Louis Public Library. The next 1 1 volumes were 
sent to the Salt Lake Genealogical Library with 60 volumes scheduled for publication. 

In 1996, Mr. Pratt created the d^ttedbgfetl (^Institute to further the education of serious 
researchers. 
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The offers a series of educational materials to teach and instruct 

the novice as well as advanced researchers, procedures Mr. Pratt has tried and tested to be of great 
value in family history research. These courses offer "a hands on" curriculum designed to instruct in 
investigative, deductive reasoning and logical techniques for tracking your family history. Many have 
found a treasure chest of knowledge when undertaking these courses. 

Mr. Pratt has taken the hobby of genealogy and has enhanced it into a science. Heavy on 
instructions concerning documentation, research procedures, alternative sources and common public 
records, these courses are valuable tools for the family history researcher. Mr. Pratt has been 
informed by researchers his material found in his publications are recorded as source validation for 
such organizations as the Sons of the American Revolution (SAR) and the Daughters of the American 
Revolution (DAR). 

Upon completion of the educational courses from the (imedtagtcal ^Ittstttttte , the graduate is 
awarded the faster Accreditation of the genealogical Institute. (9/L.Jl.g.I.) Written in easy to read 
format with detailed explanations concerning various subjects of interest to family history researchers. 

Mr. Pratt's ability in family history research has amazed many experienced researchers. When Mr. 
Pratt is asked for help concerning their "brick wall" in their family research, his quick wit and logical 
mind rapid fires instructions and procedures so fast they cannot write the material quickly enough. 
Little do they realize, this knowledge has been acquired over 40 years of research. 

In June of 2000, Mr. Pratt undertook a new and unprecedented task. Outside of Washington, Saint
